The appeal to the United Na- 
tions surprised the Iranians. They 
had half expected the British to 
refrain from such a move since 
the Soviet Union, which has a 
veto in the council, would side 
with Iran, in the opinion of Mos- 
gsadegh’s advisers. 

The British will call on the 
Security Council to enforce the 
interim recommendation of the 
International Court of Justice at 
The Hague. This recommendation, 
made July 5, was that neither 
side in the dispute take irrevoc- 
able action pending a final de- 
cision. 

Iran boycotted the court hear- 
ings. It is significant that it will 
attend the council sessions, al- 
though disputing its authority. 

Blockade Reports Denied. 

The Foreign Office denied Brit- 
ish newspaper reports that Brit- 
ish ships had started a naval 
blockade of the Persian gulf to 
prevent Iran from shipping any 
oil from the Abadan refinery. 

“There are a number of British 
ships in the Persian gulf now,” 
a spokesman said, “but no orders 
have been issued for a blockade

—Committee members studying 
a demand that Senator McCar- 
thy (Rep.), Wisconsin, be ousted 


from Congress indicated today 
they hope he will change his mind 
and reply formally to charges 
filed against him. 

The expulsion demand and a 
barrage of charges came yester- 
rom ator Benton (Dem.), 
Connecticut. He told a Senate 
rules subcommittee that McCar- 
thy had committed perjury and 
fraud and had engaged in “cal- 
culated deceit” of the American 
people since he was elected to 
the Senate in 1946, 

Benton was before the subcom- 
mittee to press for action on his 
resoliftion calling for a full-scale 
inquiry to determine whether the 
Senate should start ouster pro- 
ceedings against McCarthy. 

Expulsion requires a two-thirds 
majority of Senators voting. In | 
the McCarthy case a showdown 
appears to be months away—if 
one comes at all. 

At present the subcommittee 
has no plans to call any other 
witnesses. 

Request Denied. 

McCarthy has told reporters he 
will ignore the Rules subcommit- 
tee’s invitation to take the witness 
stand to reply to Benton. He said 
he was rejecting the bid because 
the group turned down his de- 
mand for permission to cross-ex- 
amine Benton. 

McCarthy was in New Mexico 
to fill a speaking engagement 
while Benton was assailing him. 
At a press conference in Santa Fe 
McCarthy repeated that Benton 
is an “odd little mental midget 
who ‘is being used as a mega- 
phone for the Communist party 
line type of smear.” 

Senator Hendrickson (Rep.),New 
Jersey, and Senator Monroney 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, another mem- 
ber of the subcommittee,. said 
they could make up their minds 
easier if McCarthy would reply 
to Benton’s charges. 

Senator Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
subcommittee chairman, said the 
group probably would not meet 
again. regarding the Benton reso- 
lution until it gets some formal 
word from McCarthy. 

Early Action Doubted. 

Whether McCarthy takes the 
stand or not, there appears to be 
little likelihood the subcommit- 
tee will take any early action. 

Hendrickson said he did not 
want to delay action but the mat- 
ter is too serious for any “hasty 
move.” He said it is “entirely 
possible” action might be put off 
until January.

The Communists struck in key 
sectors along a 60-mile front 
from a point north of Seoul in 
the west to the eastern mountains, 


in strength ranging from 40 to 
2500 men, but they were cut 
down unmercifully by U.N. ar- 
tillery and planes. 

Red attacks drove Allied forces 
from two hills southeast of the 
big central front bastion of Kum- 
song Friday, but U.N. troops rout- 
ed an enemy regiment and re- 
captured one of them an hour 
later. 

Planes Aid Counter-Attack. 

Fifth Air Force fighter-bomb- 
ers supported the counter-attack 
with their heaviest air blow of 
the war against a single objective. 
P-51 Mustangs and Marine Cor- 
sairs blasted, burned and strafed 
the enemy with 122 bomb, napalm 
and machine-gun strikes. 

Altogether, the Eighth Army 
counted 796 Communist dead 
after Friday’s fighting all along 
the front. 

Eighth Army officers said they 
did not consider -the three-day 
Communist drive a counter-of- 
fensive because of the limited 
strength of the enemy attacks. 

The Reds opened three probing 
attacks against the western end 
of the front Saturday morning. 
All were repulsed without diffi- 
culty northwest of Chorwon, at 
the western ‘end of the old “Iron 
Triangle.” 
the Allied line southeast of Kum- | 
song on the east-central front 
Saturday and were still under way 
at last reports. 

Farther east, a Communist pla- 
toon assaulted Allied troops dug 
in on the southwest slope of 
“Heartbreak Ridge” above Yang- 
gu without success. 

French Helps U.S. Unit. 

Communist forces northeast of 
“Heartbreak Rridge” for the sec- 
ond straight day Friday encircled 
an American patrol. French in- 
fantry broke through under the 
protective guns of American tanks 
and rescued the Americans. All 
but two members of the patrol 
esca@ed. 

U.N. forces captured two un- 
identified peaks in a limited ob- 
jective assault on the far eastern 
front Friday. 

Allied planes roared through 
dark skies in pre-dawn attacks 
on an estimated 1000 Communist 
vehicles. The heavy road traffic 
apparently was a substitute for 
Red rail movements, disrupted 
by heavy air attacks during the 
last six weeks. 

The main masses of trucks were 
spotted between Sariwon and Py- 
ongyang, south of Yangdok and 
south of Wonsan. In these areas 
trains normally carry the bulk of 
Red supplies to the front. 

U.N. warships roamed up and 
down both coasts Friday, pound- 
ing Communist transport lines 
and troop positions. Wonsan, east 
coast port, was bombarded for the 
two hundred and_ twenty-fifth 
consecutive day.

Congress has passed a law or-| 


dering execution of officers of 
the armed forces who, the state 
radio says, started a civil war 
yesterday. it also approved a law 
allowing the administration to or- 
der changes of any kind for mili- 
tary officers, both on active serv- 
ice or in retirement.

Menendez is said to be under 
arrest along with a number of 
army and air force oficers. But 
late last night, the ministers of 
the interior and army said there 
is no information that Rawson is 
implicated. 

Rawson was one of the leaders 
of the 1943 coup that deposed 
President Ramon Castillo and 
paved the way for Peron’s rise to 
power. He served as President 
for two days at that time. In 
1945, Rawson spent six months in 


volved fn a revolt. 

The radio also said Alfredo 
Palacios, Socialist candidate for 
President, had been arrested. 

Casualties Reported. 

El Laborista, a labor newspa- 
per, said one loyal junior officer 
was. killed and four injured in 
action at the army’s Campo de 
Mayo yesterday. The paper said 
three insurgents were injured 
and identified one of them as 
First Lt. Jose Menendez, son of 
the general. 

Thus far, thefe has been no 
official announcement made of 
casualties at De Mayo or Palomar 
air force base, said by the gov- 
ernment to be. another focal 
point in the revolt. 

The exciting day started with 
planes flying low over Buenos 
Aires Friday morning and drop- 
ping leaflets calling for revolu- 
tion.

The announcement of a revolt 
came as campaigning got hotter 
for the Nov. 11 presidential elec- 
tion. Peron is a candidate for an- 
other six-year term. 

‘Something Went Wrong.’ 

A clear picture of the day’s 
events is lacking, but the army 
ministry said military proceed- 
ings have started against the men 
it called leaders of the opposi- 
tion. 

A communique said Menendez 
led some officers, relatives and 
friends into the cav school 
and tank regiment at Campo de 
Mayo, on the outskirts of Buenos 
Aires.

weeks Americans will start pay- 
ing on their third tax boost since 
the start of the Korean war. 

Just how much the tax increase 
will be remains to be worked out 
between the Senate and House 
conferees. The House previously 
had passed a bill calling for a $7,- 
200,000,000 increase. Both figures 
are estimates on the amount of 
revenue produced. The Senate 
bill thus carries. $1,750,000,000 
less than the House measure. 

Conferees from the two branches 
will get together next week to try 
to work out a compromise figure. 

One Senate conforee predicted 
today the final result would be 
closer to the Senate version than 
that of the House—probably 
around six billion dollars. 

Truman Goal 10 Billion. 

The final total is certain to be 
far less than the 10 billions which 
President Truman said was nec- 
essary to balance the budget in 
view of heavy defense spending. 

A gzoup of Administration Sen- 
ators fought hard on the floor to 
try to increase the revenue ai 
Truman. They also sought to 
knock out what they called loop- 
holes and inequities in the bill. 

But Chairman George (Dem.), 
Georgia, of the Finance Commit- 
tee, and his associates remained 
in almost complete command, 

As passed by the Senate, the 
tax hike would be the second 
largest in the nation’s history. In 
September 1950, three months 
after the shooting began in Ko- 
rea, a $6,100,000,000 general tax 
boost—the largest ever to become 
law — was enacted. A $3,- | 
900,000,000 excess profits tax bill 
was-made law Jan. 3 this year. 

The Senate bill would raise ' 
personal income taxes by around 
$2,394,000,000 effective Nov. 1. 
It would do this by levying an 
additional 11 per cent tax on the 
tax each individual now pays ex- 
cept that those in brackets above 
$50,000 would get somewhat softer 
treatment. , 

House Proposal. 

The House proposed to boost 
personal income taxes $2,854,000,- 
000 a year, by levying a 1244 per 
cent additional tax on. everyone. 

Both measures would increase | 
excise or sales levies on auto- 
mobiles, trucks, gasoline, ciga- 
rettes, liquor, beer, wine, a long 
list of appliances such as dish- 
washers and clothes driers, and 
fountain pens and. mechanical 
pencils, ; 

The consumer géts a few 
breaks in the new excise rate 
schedules. The tax on electric 
bills, would be eliminated as 
would levies on baby powder and 
lotions. 

There would be a reduction: in 
the federal tax on telegraph mes- 
sages and cameras and films. The 
admissions tax no longer would 
apply to symphony concert and 
opera tickets. 

Corporations would have to pay 
a 52 per cent top income tax 
under both bills instead of 47 per 
cent as at present. But the Sen- 
ate knocked out about $60,000,000 
of increase in excess profits levies 
voted by she House.

Symington named the officials 
as James O. Hoover, $10,000-a- 
year-examiner and an employe of 
RFC since 1933, who was dis- 
missed; and Edwin R. Willard, an 
industrial engineer, who was sus- 
pended indefinitely pending fur- 
ther investigation. 

Symington said Hoover had 
recommended a $1,400,000 loan to 
the National Union Radio Corp., 
Orange, N.J., which was repre- 
sented by the Rosenbaum law 
firm, only a few weeks before 
getting the gift television set. 
Willard made the engineering 
survey of the radie company on 
which the loan was based. 

Symington pointed out that 
Hoover, not Willard, initiated the 
gift deal. He quoted Willard as 
saying he did not know the sets 
came from a company then seek- 
ing an RFC loan. 

The former RFC’ directors ap- 
proved the $1,400,000 loan to Na-

It was the subcommittee’s con- 
sensus that a satisfactory exam- 
ination could not be made of the 
returns unless they were com- 
plete. 

The decision to get more in- 
formation on Boyle’s tax returns 
came after Senator Richard M. 
Nixon (Rep.), California, protested 
that the parts of the tax returns 
which Boyle let the conimittee 
examine would not show income 
from interests and investments. 

Committee members expressed 
approval of a statement by Sen- 
ator Karl Mundt (Rep.), South 
Dakota, that in his opinion Boyle 
was not “vindicated” in his ap- 
pearance before the committee 
Thursday. Boyle told reporters 
after he finished testifying that 
he felt he was “vindicated.” 

“Nothing transpired here to 
vindicate Mr. Boyle,” Mundt said. 
“Nobody has been vindicated; the 
case is still open.”

ATOMIC SLEUTHING 


MEASURES AGE OF 
ANCIENT REMAINS 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Corhcob 
garbage found imbedded in a New 
Mexico cave has been traced to 
pre-historic Americans. of 2000 
years ago by atomic “signals,” a 
Chicago scientist reports. 

The scientist, Dr. W. F. Libby, 
also tells how certain secrets of 
the earth and its plants, animals 
and men have been traced in 
time to periods up to 15,000 years 
ago by atomic-age detective 
work. — 
This atomic sleuthing—involv- 
ing the measurement of radioac- 
tivity in ancient remains—has now 
allowed, the scientist said, the 
close “dating” of such materials 
as: | 


Some wood and peat samples 
from the Lake Bourget region 


old.” 

Biblical scrolls from the book 
of Isaiah, found in a cave near 
Palestine and “dated” by radio- 
activity as being about 1900 
years old. 

Burned bones of extinct buf- 
falo found in Lubbock, Tex.

ago. Bones of “Folsom” him- 
self have never been found, 
but evidence of his culture has. 

Libby describes these and other 
findings in the technical: journal 
Science, official weékly of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science.

DEATH SENTENCE 
FOR JAPANESE WHO 
POISONED 12 UPHELD 


TOKYO, Sept. 29 (AP)—A 
Tekyo court today upheld the 
death sentence of a 59-year-old 


artist accused of giving 12 clerks 
fatal doses of poison so he could 
rob a bank. 

The accused Sadamichi Hira- 
sawa, appeared in court wearing 
a ceremonial Japanese kimono. 

The prosecution charged that 
Hirasawa entered a Tokyo bank 
in January 1948, posing as a doc- 
tor. He offered the bank employes 
a Clear liquid which he called 
“anti-dysentery” medicine, and 
told them there was a govern- 
ment regulation that they had to 
drink it, the prosecution said. 
Twelve of those who drank died 
in agény. : 

‘The prosecution charged that 
Hirasawa stepped across’ the 
bodies and robbed the bank of 
164,500 yen, which at that time 
was worth $3290 but whieh at the

only about $450.

TOKYO, Sept. 29 (AP)—Red 
China tonight asserted the United 
States has wrecked the Kaesong 
truce talks and is preparing am- 
phibious landings on both coasts 
of North Korea. 

A Peiping broadcast monitored 
here said the Americans plan to 
drive Red forces to the Yalu 
river boundary between North Ko- 
rea and Manchuria, and to bomb 
Communist bases in _ northeast 
China. 

The propaganda blast came just 
24 hours after Gen. Omar N., 
Bradley arrived to confer with 
the United Nations commander, 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway. Brad- 
ley is chairman of the United 
States Joint Chiefs of Staff. A 
headquarters statement said he 
and Ridgway discussed “military 
matters of mutual interest.” 

Presumably. their talks covered 
the course of action to be taken 
by U.N. forces if the stalled truce 
talks break down altogether.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska, Sept. 29

Louis last Wednesday, waS re- 
ported as explaining he joined In- 
land Waterways several years ago 
under the impression the lines 
would be turned over to private 
ownership. He is reported to 
have accepted a position with pri- 
vate industry in Milwaukee. 

Ingersoll was discharged be- 
cause he “persisted” in efforts to 
buy the barge lines from the 
Government, it was learned yes- 
terday. The disclosure was in a 
letter from Seuth Trimble JZr., 
chairman of the waterways cor- 
poration advisory board, to W. G. 
Oliphant of New Orleans, acting 
president of the barge lines. 

Oliphant quoted Trimble, 
whose board advises Secretary of 
Commerce Charles Sawyer on in- 
land waterways policies, as say- 
ing in the letter: 

“The Secretary decided to dis- 
charge Mr. Ingersoll and ask for 
his resignation when it became 
clear that he was persisting, in 
spite of instructions from _ the 
Secretary, in his (Ingersoll’s) ef- 
forts to engineer purchase of the 
barge line from the Federal Gov- 
ernment.” 

Ingersoll had said he resigned 
Sept. 21 in protest against con- 
tinued Government control of the 
firm, after Sawyer rejected a 
proposal submitted by Ingersoll 
and 13 other officers of the cor- 
poration that they be allowed to 
buy and operate the barge line 
as a private enterprise.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


“My attention has been called to your 
editorial of Sept. 20 in which you criti- 
cize my vote to override the President’s 
veto of the bill to equalize benefits 
available to completely disabled veter- 
ans regardless of the war in which 
they fought. 

My. vote to override the veto was 
based on the fact that the bill places 
veterans of the two World Wars and 
the Korean War on the same basis as 
veterans of other wars from the stand- 
point of benefits for total, permanent 
non-service connected disability, render- 
ing the veteran blind or so helpless as 
to require the attendance of another 
person at all times. 

Unlike veterans of other wars, the 
veterans of World Wars I and II and 
the Korean War will not receive this 
Pr000 ff if their annual income exceeds 

000 if they are single. or $2500 if they 
have dependents. Neither will. they re- 
ceive the pensions if their disability is 
due to their own misconduct. 

Senator George of Georgia, chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Finance, 
in the discussion in the Senate, chal- 
lenged statements in the President’s 
veto message, which received wide pub- 
licity, as inaccurate and unrealistic, and 
Oy ga “no relation whatever to 
act.” 

Mr. Truman’s estimate of the cost of 
the bill was based on provisions applic- 
able to Spanish-American War veterans 
which do not include the misconduct 
clause or the income limitations. 

H.R. 3193 does not establish a new 
pension or a new category of persons 
eligible to receive a pension. It does 
equalize the amount of the pension 
payable to those veterans of all wars 
who qualify for this type of pension. 

In his veto message the President ad- 
vocated “comprehensive programs for 
veterans and non-veterans alike.” This 
plan would be more expensive—much 
more expensive—than the bill which he 
vetoed. Mr. Truman’s veto therefore 
‘was not in the interest of economy. 

As-you say in your editorial, I have 
often. advocated cuts in government 
spending. I shall continug to do so. I 
do not believe, for example, that we 
should pour billions of tax dollars down 
foreign ratholes, as we are now doing. 

_I confess to more interest in the dis- 
abled veterans of our wars, than in the 
welfare of the Hottentots of British 
West Africa and the naked natives of 
Pango Pango.

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Pressure Instead of Patriotism 

The national commander of the American Le- 
gion revealed himelf as a special interest lobby- 
ist rather than as the head of a patriotic organi- 
zation when he thanked Congress for over-riding 
President Truman’s veto of benefits for disa- 
bilities not connected with veterans’ military 
service, 

This attitude puts the veteran in a special 
category entitled to benefits not accorded to all 
citizens alike.

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Embarrassed by OPS 

There was a lot of embarrassment around 
Washington when the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion clamped down on the release of certain 
“internal information.” 

The clampdown was intended to save OPS 
from “embarrassment,” and President Truman 
suspended the clamp-down. because it threat- 
ened to cause the White House embarrassment. 
Mr. Truman had just issued a security clamp- 
down of his own. Congress seemed all too ready 
to jump to the conclusion that OPS was taking 
advantage of the new order to conceal its ac- 
tivities from public view. ; 

As it turned out, OPS was not in fact trying 
to get under the umbrella of “security.” Its 
clamp-down, indeed, may have been partly jus- 
tified, insofar as it was intended to protect 
confidential information turned in by business 
men which should not be: divulged to their com- 
petitors. The trouble was that in addition to 
restricting this information, the OPS order re- 
stricted “any other internal information that 
might cause embarrassment to OPS.” 

And that is always the trouble with informa- 
tion clamp-downs. The “any other” clause, which 
the bureauctat usually inserts out of a deep in- 
stinct for self-preservation, extends the gag be- 
yond justifiable limits. 

This is the great danger in President Tru- 
man’s security clamp-down. Nobody objects to 
the restriction of genuine military secrets, but 
when every executive agency head is given the 
power to decide what is a military secret, it can 
be taken for granted that many of them will 
stretch the definition, if only to keep themselves 
out of possible trouble. 

Mr. Truman has not yet given the country an 
adequate explanation for his own clamp-down. 
He has not told what security breaches justify 
it, or why the already broad power of military 
censorship is not enough. He has relieved him- 
self of embarrassment by OPS, and no more. 
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Law Is the Issue in Cicero 


When local law enforcement breaks down, 
higher authority must step in. That principle 
provides ample justification for Attorney Gen- 
eral McGrath’s announcement that a federal 
grand ‘jury will investigate the July disorders in 
Cicero, Il1., which occurred when a Negro fam- 
ily moved into the town. ‘ 

The issue in Cicero is law enforcement, and 
it is clear that the Cook County grand jury 
which investigated the disorders has not con- 
tributed to law enforcement, Instead of bringing 
charges against those who organized the mob, 
wrecked the apartment building and burned the 
Negro family’s furniture, the grand jury indicted 
the police chief for failing to control the mob, 
and several others whom it accused of inciting to 
riot. Among the latter were the owner of the 
apartment building and the lawyer for the Ne- 
gro who had moved into it. 

What the County grand jury said, in effect, 
was that the Cicero riots were caused by a 
Negro family moving into town. That is not the 
fact. They were caused by certain individuals 
who resorted to violence to enforce: their own 
views. No matter what the views or what the 
controversy, those who resort to violence must 
be punished if law is to prevail. And law en- 
forcement is the issue in Cicero. 
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Public Service in Name Only 

Public Service Co,’s refusal to provide bus 
service in the rapidly-growing ‘neighborhood 
south of Carondelet Park was not unexpected. 
Any other decision would have been most. sur- 
prising—especially from a company that has fol- 
lowed a consistent policy of demanding higher 
fares and then reducing service. 

Fortunately for those who need the service— 

and many live as far as a mile and a half from 
the nearest public tranhsportation—the company 
is not the last court of appeal. The city quite 
properly has announced it intends to ask the 
Missouri Public Service Commission to order 
the company to provide the service. 
, The company contends the propoted shuttle 
bus along Morganford road is an economically 
unsound project and seés no reason why it vol- 
untarily should establish such a line. Pursuing 
such reasoning to its logical conclusion, the 
company could ask that all of its unprofitable 
lines be abolished. Then it would be in business 
on the profitable “cream” routes only. 


But the Public Service Commission has dealt 
with this situation before and has its own excel- 
lent preeedent to guide it. Last May, when the 
commission ordered Public Service Co. to extend 
service on the Mackenzie Hills line, it expressed 
the opinion that financial results of operation 
should be considered on a system-wide basis. 
Thus, losses on poorly patronized lines would 


be offset by profits from those doing a stand-. 


ing-room-only business.

A Faculty’s Righteous Wrath 


The Mirror 


Public Opinion 


Commercialized athletics at William and Mary has impaired 
scholarship and disillusioned students, says statement; 96 of 110 
of faculty members say they share the blame for failing to stop 
it; but now they propose to take complete control of program. 


From a William and Mary College Faculty Statement; 
7 Reprinted from The Baltimore Sun ___.. 


We, the members of the faculty of the 
College of William and Mary, are agreed 


* that the fundamental cause is an athletic 


policy which at William and Mary, as at 


* many other American colleges and univer- 


sities, has proceeded to the point of ob- 
scuring and corrupting the real purposes 
of an institution of higher learning. 

For over a decade the college has been 
laboring under conditions imposed by an 


‘ increasingly ambitious intercollegiate. ath- 


letic program. 

The insidious influences of the athletic 
program have eaten at the most vital ele- 
ments of academic life. 

The flagrant violations of academic prin- 
ciple during the past two years which are 
now public knowledge can only be regard- 
ed as unmistakable symptoms of deep- 
seated, unhealthy conditions which could, 
if unchecked, destroy the very integrity of 
the college. 

The intercollegiate athletic program has 
become a commercial enterprise demand- 
ing winning teams at any cost, even the 
cost of dishonest academic practice. It 
has demanded that admission require- 
ments be lowered, and sometimes dis- 
pensed with, so that promising athletes 
can be given the respectability of college 
enrollment. 

Limited scholarship funds which should 
aid young men and women of intellectual 
promise and financial need must go to 
athletes whose sole recommendation for 
such aid is their athletic prowess. 


Exploited, Not Educated 


Oncé on the college rolls, the athletes 
aes somehow be kept there: Their sched- 
ules must be arranged without reference 
to the normal procedure leading to gradu- 
ation, but rather to enable them to meet 
the minimum requirements for continu- 
ance in college and for eligibility in inter- 
collegiate athletics. 

Courses most vital to the attainment of 
the educational ideal of the college are 
avoided in the search for the easy course. 
Athletes participating in certain varsity 
sports are prevented from making a free 
choice of study open to other students. 

The tragic consequence is illustrated by 
the graduation records of the past nine 
years: football players as a group have 
been only a little more than half as suc- 
cessful as the rest of the student body in 
completing requirements for the degree. 

They have been exploited on the grid- 
iron under the pretense of being educated. 

This athletic program has tarnished the 
bright tradition of the honor system which 
William and Mary has cherished for gen- 
erations. 


The failure of certain individuals in 
responsible positions to maintain the high- 
est standards of honor has weakened the 
moral fiber of the college and of its stu- 
dents and alumni. 

Athletes knew that there were those in 
high positions at the college who were 
committing, or being accessory to, acts of 
dishonesty. Many other students were 
tragically disillusioned by it. 

It is known that the athletic department 
has violated rules to which the college 
has publicly subscribed, rules of the South- 
ern Conference regarding the length and 
nature of off-season practice and the re- 
cruiting of players. 

“Big-time” athletics is an expensive un- 
dertaking which demands greater and 
greater outlay for more and more salaries, 
for equipment, for athletic plant. 

At the same time it seems that the col- 
lege is incapable of financing essential im- 
provements which are of greater concern 
and would be considerably more beneficial 
to the whole student body. 


A Healthy Athletic Program 


We do not seek to evade our share of re- 
sponsibility as a faculty for having failed 
to halt the insidious growth of these evils. 
Determined action at an early stage would 
have prevented or at least diminished 
much of the harm that has occurred. 

Sporadic attempts to investigate the 
causes and eradicate them have been ef- 
fectively. thwarted by veiled suggestions of 
intangible and nebulous pressure groups, 
and by an understandable shrinking from 
the harmful effects of public exposure. 

We intend now that the college shall 
have a sound, healthy athletic program. 


The foundation of such a program must 
rest upon the unequivocal statement of 
Section XIII of .the Regulations of the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools: 

“Faculty control of all phases of inter- 
collegiate athletics is required. The fi- 
nancing of athletics should be a function 
and responsibility of the institution and 
under the control of the administration.” 

The principle of faculty control has not 
hitherto been practiced. It must be in 


- the future. 


To institute the full implications of this 
policy at the College of William and Mary 
and to insure strict adherence to its ex- 
plicit meaning, be it therefore 


Resolved, That a committee on admis- 


a committee on academic status heretofore 
appointive, be elected annually by the 
faculty from its own members.

S00 WOMEN ATTEND 


Says World of Religion‘ 
‘Has Grown Vastly 


Larger.

The Rev. Dr. John F. Caskey, 
minister of University Methodist 
Church, will retire in two weeks, 
after 50 years in the Methodist 
ministry, the last 25 of those 


in University City. It is one of 
thé largest Methodist churches in 
the St. Louis area. 

St. Louis was hectic with World 
Series fever on that Synday in 
October 1926, when Dr. Caskey 
preached his first sermon at Uni- 
versity Church. Thirty minutes 
aftef the close of the morning 
worship service, the Cardinals 
were to open the seventh and 
decisive game with the Yankees 
in New York. Worshippers in St. 
Louis churches stole frequent 
glances at their watches and 
breathed fervent prayers for the 
preacher to be brief, so they could 
get home in time for the radio 
broadcast. By the end of the day 
the city had another hero, Grover 
Cleveland Alexander—Dr. Caskey 
had to earn his fame the slow 
way. 

Native of Carrollton. 

A native of Carrollton, Mo., 
Dr. Caskey came to University 
Church from the famous old 
Francis Street Chiirch, St. Jo- 
seph, Mo. His long pastorate 
here has been an outstanding 
success in many ways. In 1926, 
University Church had,321 mem- 
bers; today there are 1350, of 


‘whom only 30 were members 


when Dr. Caskey became pastor. 
Twenty-five years ago the Wom- 
an’s Society of the church had 
32 members; the number today is 
341. Sunday school enrollment 
has increased from 319 to 540. 

The debt on the church prop- 
erty in 1926 was so large that the 
annual interest represented $14 
for every man, woman and child 
on the membership rolls. Today, 
the magnificent property at 
Washington and Trinity avenues 
is debt free. 

The other day Mrs. Caskey 
found among family papers a 
copy of the St. Louis Advertising 
Club weekly of Jan. 24, 1927, four 
months after they had moved 
here. It carried a picture of her 
husband, looking very young and 
very determined, wearing the high 
linen collar of the day. He was 
to address the club the next day 
on the subject, “Some Settled 
Facts in this Unsettled World.” 

Dr. Caskey showed me the pa- 
per and remarked, “Now how 
could a man have spoken of the 
world of Calvin Coolidge as ‘un- 
settled’?. ‘Man never is, but al- 
ways to be blessed.’” 

Talks About Years in Ministry. 

In our interview\Dr. Caskey 
talked about his 50 years as a 
Methodist preacher. 

“My first preaching appoint- 
ment,” he said, “was to the Cass- 
ville circuit in Barry County in 
the Ozarks of southeast Missouri. 
There were men and women in 
that little Ozarks church 50 years 
ago who would be perfectly at 
home in University Church today.

They were just as truly cultured, 
highminded and fine as the ‘best’ 
families anywhere. That is the 
glory of the Chrisitian church; 
you don’t have to go to out-of- 
the-way places or to shrines to 
find Christianity. 

“The most significant thing 


years was that while the world 
was getting smaller, the religious 
world was getting vastly larger. 
We used to sing, ‘You must be a 
lover of God or you can’t get to 
heaven.’ We thought of religion 
as a means of escape. Now we 
know that you must be religious 
or you don’t know what living 
means, you don’t really live at all. 


“There is a popular notion that 
preachers are under the thumb of 
their well-to-do members. This is 
a myth. I have‘been in the min- 
istry 50 years; I have served 
churches in the large cities of 
Missouri, Kansas City, Sedalia, St. 
Joseph and St. Louis. No rich man 
or large giver in any of my 
churches has ever even intimated 
to me that I must soft-pedal this 
or that utterance, ‘or else.’ Nobody 
has ever tried to apply such cen- 
sorship. I have had multimillion- 
aires in my church, and I have 
always preached my convictions. 

“I think there are four things 
a minister must have, in addition 
to certain personal assets, if he 
is to succeed: a very deep re- 
ligious conviction, capacity for 
hard work, a passion for knowl- 
edge—people come to our services 
to be fed, and a genuine love for 
people.” eo

In the questioning of Link 
about Lithofold’s records, Senator 
Nixon disclosed thatthe record 
of a call from Blauner to Homer 
Stanhope, controller of the firm, 
about a check to Boyle apparently 
had disappeared. 

Nixon said in his opinion the 
question whether Boyle received 
$8000 or $1250 was not a major 
issue, compared to the revelation 
that Boyle sold his law practice 
to Siskind for $150,000. 

He noted that Siskind’s tax re- 
turn showed he listed $61,000 in 
forwarding fees paid to attorneys 
other than Boyle in 1949 and 1950. 

Would Investigate Others. 
“Siskind said he forwarded this 
money to attorneys who sent him 
cases,” Nixon said. “I think the 
staff should investigate to see 
whether any person to whom such 
money was paid had any connec- 
tion with Boyle.” 

Early in the questioning of 
Link, Senator Nixon defended 
the reporter’s refusal to name his 
principal informants. Nixon broke 
into a sharp cross-examination by 
Senator McClellan, who demand- 
ed to know whether Link could, 
of his own knowledge, say under 
oath that the statements about 
Boyle receiving $8000 were the 
truth. Link replied that he could 
not say that, of his own knowl- 
edge. 

“Just a minute,” Nixon inter- 
jected, addressing Link. “You are 
a reporter and you received this 
information from sources you 
considered reliable.” 

- “Yes, sir.” 

“And you had a responsibility 
to the people to write what you 
did, didn’t you?” 

Link agreed. 

“And you'd do it again, 
wouldn’t you?” Nixon asked. 

“Yes, sir.” 

Principal Informants. - 

Link’s principal informants 
were designated by the committee 
counsel as “Mr. X” and “Mr. Y.” 
He was asked if he would request 
them to give the committee the 
information they had given to 
him in confidence. Link said he 
would make that request. ‘ 

Substance of the conversations 
he had with “Mr. Y,” Link said, 
was that there was a flow of 


firm, for questioning about ip- 
structions to clerical employes 
for handling the Boyle-Siskind 
account. A staff investigator in 
St. Louis was ditected to question 
Gilfoy. ‘ 

In all, Link continued, he had 
talked with about seven employes 
or former employes of the print- 
ing firm, some of whom gave him 
information and some did not. 
Some Lithofold employes told 
him about a $10,000-a-month pay- 
ment to Lithofold’s Washington 
office manager, Simms, ‘Link said. 

Senator Nixon broke in to in-j 
quire how much the committee

“So far this year he has re- 
ceived $65,000,” Flanagan an- 
swered. 


Cross-examined by Senator Mc- 
Clellan, Link said he himself had 
had only a brief glimpse at Litho- 
fold’s records showing payments 
to Boyle. There were two entries 
of $250 each. 

McClellan asked if Link had 
any information that Boyle had 
conferred with Finnegan and 
Blauner. 

Times, Places of Meetings. 

“I have given to the committee 
staff the names of hotels they 
met in and the dates they stayed 
there,” Link replied calmly. 
McClellan appeared somewhat 
startled by this reply. Then he 
asked: “Have you any informa- 
tion that Boyle and Finnegan 
were entertained in Blauner’s 
home in Florida?” 

Link said he did® have the in- 
formation, could not supply it at 
the moment but would furnish 
the dates later. 

Chairman Hoey ordered a staff 
investigation oc Link’s testimony 
that Boyle and Finnegan visited 
Blauner at his lavish residence in 
Miami Beach and that the three 
were together in a Kansas City 
hotel. 

Link testified a “very reliable 

source” told him about “the first 
of June or middle of June” that 
Boyle had received $8000 from 
Lithofold. Another, source, he 
continued, told him that Siskind 
“was giving Mr. Boyle half the 
Lithofold fees.” 
He conceded that if this in- 
formation was not accurate, his 
charges were “libelous and slan- 
derous” and the Post-Dispatch 
might be subject to a suit by 
Boyle. 

But, he added, “a libel suit 
would open this thing so wide, I 
doubt he’d ever file one.” , 

Soon after the opening of the 
session, Senator Nixon declared 
that “this witness may possibly 
have been maligned before the 
committee.” , 

He was referring to statements 
by Senators McClellan and Mundt 
that either Boyle perjured him- 
self or the Post-Dispatch had 
slandered Boyle. 

McClellan bridled at Nixon’s 
statement, asserting he did not 
malign Link any more than Boyle, 
but, he said, someone was ma- 
ligned. 

In telling of his information 
that Siskind is giving Boyle half 
of the Lithofold fee, he said: 
“Our source said it will show up 
in Boyle’s bank account.” 

“We don’t have access to that 
(the bank account),” he added. 

Senator Nixon asked whether 
Boyle had permitted the commit- 
tee staff to examine his whole in- 
come tax returns for 1949 and 
1950, as Siskind had done. 


Relating how the investigation 
led from Finnegan to Boyle, Link 
said an acquaintance came to his 
desk and said his daughter 
worked at the Lithofold plant in 
North St. Louis. The man said 
his daughter and others wondered 
why Lithofold had Boyle and Fin- 
negan on the payroll, as well as 
Cecil A. Green. They thought 
Green was an RFC employe. 

Green, $10,000-a-year Washing- | 
ton “greeter” for Lithofold, is a 
former investigator for Boyle and 
was associated in ess ven- 
tures with him in Washington and 
Kansas City. Green formerly op- | 
erated a tavern in Kansas City. 

“We became interested,” Link 
related. “We began canvassing 
former employes of American 
Lithofold. One led to another. 
The substance of what we learned 
was that Finnegan got hold of 
Boyle when Lithofold couldn’t 
get the RFC loan .. .” 

Shuns Forcing Disclosure. 


After the session ended, Chair- 
man Hoey told a reporter he 
doesn’t “believe in trying to force 
a newspaper man to reveal his 
confidential sources,” 

“The chips are down,” Senator 
Nixon said. “If Boyle doesn’t file 
and prosecute to the limit a libel

Chairman Norrell (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, declined to tell reporters 
what the committee decided. The 
recommendations will go before 
the full appropriations committee 
Wednesday, he said, and the bill 
is expected to go to the House 
floor the same day. 

There were strong indications, 
however, that the subcommittee 
omitted both flood insurance dnd 

personal indemnification pro- 
grams which President Truman 
had asked for as part of his $400,- 
000,000 flood relief program. 

The fund was asked to aid per- 
sons stricken by mid-summer 
floods in Kansas, Missouri, Okla- 
homa and Illinois. 

Subcommittee members, with- 
out giving any figures, indicated 
thé recommendations were con- 
fined to a fund for long-term, 
low-interest loans and an increase 
in a disaster relief fund to be 
handled by existing agencies. 

Congress already has _ voted 
$25,000,000 for disaster relief, 
much of which the President has 
made available through the Hous- 
ing and Home Finance Agency. 

The President’s proposal 
cluded $200,000,000 for direct aid 
to those whose homes or busi- 
nesses were severely damaged or 
whose farms were stripped by 
flood waters. 

Congressmen have hesitated a 
start what they termed an “un- 
precedented” program of direct 
aid. Appropriations committee- 
men especially have said they felt 
any such plan -should first be 
developed in an authorization 
gram before funds were de 
available. 

They indicated action on the 
flood insurance might be laid over 
until the next session, when there 
would be more time for study and 
hearings to develop a workable 
plan, 


RETAIL FOOD PRICE 
INDEX UNCHANGED 
FOR 2-WEEK PERIOD 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (AP) 
— Retail food prices remained 
about the same between Aug. 27 
and Sept. 15, the Department of 
Labor’s Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said yesterday. 

Eggs, cola drinks, some cereal 
and bakery products prices went 
up, but the increases were offset 
by decreases in fruits and vege- 
tables, meats, fish and poultry. 

At th@ same time, the depart- 
ment said wholesale prices rose 
four-tenths of 1 per cent during 
the week ended Sept. 25. 

The agency’s index was 177.1 
per cent of the 1926 average, and 
42 per cent above the level a 
year ago. It was 12.9°per cent 
above the average before the out- 
break of the Korean war.

Accepting Gratuities 
From Contractors, 
False Statements 


‘Among Charges. 


DAYTON, O., Sept. 29 (AP)— 
Five key civilian employes of th 
air force purchasing branch have 
quit under the fire of irregularity . 
accusations and the facts are be- 
ing placed in the hands of the 
Department: of Justice. 

This newest Air Force purchas- 
ing scandal was disclosed last 
night in a statement by Lt. Gen. 
E. W. Rawlings, new commanding 
general of the air materiel com- 


mand at Wright-Patterson ‘Air 
Force base here. 
The general, however, named 
no names. He did not say in 
what way or in what amounts the 
former employes benefited. He 
did not say how much money was 
involved in the Air Force con- 
tracts in which the alleged irre- 
gularities occurred. 


Large Contracts. 


An Air Force spokesman inti- 
mated, however, the contracts 
wr into the millions of dol- 
ars. 

Air Force purchasing through 
the Air Materiel Command now 
is at the rate of about 16 billions 
a year. 

The disclosures also involved 
cancellation of the contract of an 
unidentified firm because of “an 
erroneous statement to the Air 
Force” by ‘the manufacturer’s 
representative. 

The Rawlings statement was is- 
sued after a top-level Air Force 
conference in Washington and a 
40-day investigation by federal 
agents. 

So far as is known, no military 
personnel are involved. 

Gen, Rawlings’s statement de- 
clared: 

“We have suspended several 
civilian employes lately for irreg- 
ularities. Several others resigned 
when they knew they were under 
investigation.” 

An Air Force spokesman clati- 
fied that statement with: 

“A total of five were suspended 
and later resigned.” 

The spokesman admitted the 


an Air Materiel Command em- 
ploye who was suspended and then 
resigned when stationed at Boston 
three months ago. 

Five Cases Cited. , 


Gen. Rawlings cited these five 
specific cases: 

“1. An employe engaged in 
procurement of survival eqiip- 
ment has resigned after admitting 
acceptance of gratuities from a 
contractor. 

“2. <A buyer of electronics re- 
signed after questioning about a 
contract irregularity under his su- 
pervision, 

“3. A civilian supervisor, when 
questioned about gratuities, re- 
signed and accepted the next day 
a position with a firm which had 
been doing business with the Air 
Force. 

“4. A manufacturer’s agent 
had his contract canceled* because 
of an efroneous statement to the 
Air Force. 

“5. An electronics buyer re- 
signed when queried about mak- 
ing irregular changes in contracts 
to allow certain firms to bid with- 
out competition.” 

The General said: “As to the 
instances I have mentioned, the 
facts will be turned ‘over prompt- 
ly to the Department of Justite.” 

He added: 

“The: number of workers in- 
volved is infinitesimal when com- 
pared with. the thousands of peo- 
ple (28,000) in our command who 
are doing an honest, tireless and 
effective job for their country.”

South’s first error was in tak- 
ing the three-no-trump contract 
to which he could contribute 
seven sure tricks in the majors 
and auxiliary stoppers in the 
minors. Howéver, if’ South had 
conducted his play properly, he 
would have made a better score 
by virtue of his heart honors. 

West had a rather difficult 
choice of opening leads and fi- 
nally decided in favor of a low 
diamond. Dummy ducked, East 
put up the king, and South fol- 
lowed suit with the seven. ‘East 
promptly returned the 10 of clubs 
-—and declarer was cut off from 
dummy! The inevitable outcome 
was that he lost two club tricks, 
a spade and a diamond, and thus 
suffered a one-trick defeat. 

South played too hastily or too’ 
unthinkingly at the first trick! 
Perhaps he assumed that East 
was going to return a spade, a 
trump or a diamond, but if this 
was South’s thought, he should 
have examined it more closely! 
There was grave danger that East 
would knock out dummy’s club 
‘ace, and to counter this correct 
defense, South had to unblock his 
own diamond queen under East’s 
king. Then, if worse came to 
worse, South could always take 
a diamond finesse against the 
jack, up to dummy’s A-10, and 
if he was lucky with that finesse, 
he would have his 10 tricks.

Answer: The pronoun known 
as the “editorial we” is used when 
a writer speaks, not for himself 
alone, but for an organization. 
This is a device employed by 
sovereigns in speaking and writ- 
ing when he wants to emphasize 
the fact that he speaks not for 
himself, but for the nation—the 
people. 

An editorial writer uses the 
plural we instead of the singular 
I for the reason that he does not 
voice his own personal opinion, 
but the opinion of the editorial 
staff, and therefore, the owners 
of the publication. 

The editorial we should not be 
used by individual writers or 
speakers who write or - speak 
under their cwn names, There 
is nothing naughty about the pro- 
nouns J, me, mine, my; 
course they should not be used 
to an excess. 

B.F., of Cincinnati, wants the 
correct pronunciation and origin 
of the word romance, meaning 
“love affair.” 

Well, to begin with, there is 
much liberty allowed in the pro- 
nunciation. Formerly only ro- 
MANSS was permissible for both 
noun and verb; the later editions 
of our authoritative dictionaries, 
however, recognize either: ro-

EMPLOY HANDICAPPED || 
WEEK TO BE OBSERVED 


| OER ‘a Civic Or- 
ganizations Plan Drive 
Starting Oct. 7. 


Approximately 60 representa- 
tives of civic organizations met 
yesterday to plan observance of 
National Employ the Physically 
Handicapped Week, which will 
begin Oct. 7. 

John J. Griffin, vice president 
of the Bank of ‘St. Louis, is chair- 
man of the area drive to encour- 
age employment of the physically 
handicapped through an intensive 
public relations and educational 
program. 

Paul Connole, director of the 
St. Louis office of the Missouri 
State Employment Service, re- 
ported that 2175 disabled persons 
were placed in jobs in the period 
from September 1950 to August 
1951. Jobs for about 1200 handi- 
capped workers were obtained 
during the previous year, he said.. 

“This represents an increasing 
interest in St. Louis on behalf 
of the disabled, an increase that 
has been remarkable in the six 
years since the program began,” 
Connole added. National observ- 
ance of a week for the handi- 
capped began in 1945. 

“Five per cent of all persons 
now placed in jobs by employ- 
ment services over the nation are 
handicapped,” Connole said. 

“Purpose of the week is to call 
the attention of small employers 
—those employing perhaps one or 
two persons—to the desirability 
of hiring the handicapped,” Grif- 
fin said. “We must assure the 
employer that we do not want 
him to hire a person just because 
he is handicapped but rathér that 
we want the handicapped person 
to fit the job.”
